and if we wanted to obtain a copy of that ordinance, we could 
pick one up at City Hall. It also stated this was a voluntary 
program. 

We were naive enough to believe the letter and did not 
obtain a copy of the ordinance until very recently. The oidi- 
nance covers a lot more than just demolition and major alter¬ 
ations. If we had seen the ordinance, we would have run to 
City Hall and said, “No, we don’t want our house on this 
Cultural Heritage list”. Too many restrictions!! 

The letter from the City misrepresented the entire Cultural 
Heritage Commission and Historical Site idea. Our house was 
placed on the “list” because we did not object at a City Coun¬ 
cil meeting and because we believed what the City told us. 

Now, the Cultural Heritage Commission wants an ordi¬ 
nance that is 100 times stronger than 1036, and refuses to take 
any houses off the list even though they were placed on the 
list under such sneeky circumstances. Is this right? Fair? 

We have been taking care of our house and property since 
1969 and intend to do so as long as we own it. We don’t feel 
we need a commission to advise or interfere in any way. 

We respectfully request that all houses be taken off the 
list(s); that the Cultural Heritage Commission be disbanned 
(or de-commissioned) and that all present and proposed ordi¬ 
nances be thrown out. If, after a vote of the people, it is deter¬ 
mined that a voluntary Cultural Heritage Ordinance covering 
only major architecural changes or demolition is wanted, a 
new ordinance could be written by the City Council and ad¬ 
ministered by the City Council, the permit department, the City 
Inspector and the Planning Commission. That is all that needed 
for the “protection” of these old homes and buildings. 

The people of Sierra Madre are smart enough to recognize 
the value of taking good care of their property and wise enough 
to do everything possible to retain the original charm of the 
older homes and buildings. We homeowners are the true pres¬ 
ervationists and we don’t need or want watchdogs!!

Dieting in the Miidwest

Early in the century, when 
I was growing up in the 
middle west all around me 
stretched a good share of the 
best farmland imaginable. 
Eons of floods, freezing, 
thawing and decaying had 
produced a soil of incredible 
richness. With sun and water, 
there was no limit to what it 
could produce. 

All this had an effect on 
what I ate while growing up. 
Far from a metropolitan area, 
we knew nothing of what 
were termed gourmet fcxxls, 
and in our case, even fresh 
milk. We were far from a 
cooking or putting on 
oatmeal. Our meals were al¬ 
ways heavy, especially in 
winter time. The children ate 
what the elders ate. I can re¬ 
member my fourth birthday 
and each morning 1 had a 
mug of coffee well-laced 
with canned milk and sugar, 
and I ate fried eggs and 
hotcakes just as if 1 were 
grown up. In those early 
years I never knew what a 
glass of orange juice was, and 
I had never heard of a tossed 
green salad. We had lots of 
fresh vegetables, but only in 
summertime. 


I came out west just before 
my 21 St birthday, and discov¬ 
ered a whole new cuisine, i 
learned what real chili DHas) 
like and I found out that or^ 
ange juice was all around me. 

I learned to eat ocean fish as 
well as trout, all different than 
the catfish and carp of the 
Mississippi River. I soon 
learned that the heavy dishes 
of my childhcxxl were not as 
popular here as back in Iowa 
or Illinois. Perhaps we in 
Southern California are more 
blessed than we realize... an 
infinite variety of food of 
high quality. 

More than 40 years after 
leaving my hometown I 
started going back to the 
Middle West, almost on a 
yearly basis. Pluma and I 
went on the u-ain, and a rented 
car made the rest of the travel 
easy. And it was on those 
trips that I learned the cuisine 
of my youth was still in 


vogue. On one of our trips to 
Iowa we stayed at my Aunt 
Evelyn’s farm. The knowl¬ 
edge of oldtime cooking with 
.i>ldtimc recipes, combined 
with the help of a modern 
supermarket, all added up to 
meals of formidable propor¬ 
tions. Our breakfast was usu¬ 
ally ham, bacon or sausage, 
fried eggs, hotcakes, toast 
with honey and coffee that 
would have inspired King Tut 
to do the rhumba. Breakfast 
dishes over, it was time to 
think about noon dinner, 
when serious eating took 
place. One noon we had roast 
beef, mashed potatoes and 
gravy, two or three veg¬ 
etables, pie and more of this 
knee-buckling coffee. 
Stuffed, I said, “Evelyn, we 
aren’t used to eating like this. 
Why don’t we just have left¬ 
overs for supper?” Aunt 
Evelyn was agreeable. 
“Sounds good. I’ll take the 
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afternoon off.” 

Feeling the need for exer¬ 
cise I got the .22 rifle from 
behind the kitchen door and 
strolled across the road to 
where there was a large oak 
grove. My Grandfather 
Richardson had shot squirrels 
there many years before with 
a Kentucky muzzle-loading 
rifle. He hunted not for sport 
but for food. I had not gone 
far when I heard a sharp bark. 
Twenty feet above me was a 
red squirrel, and he was giv¬ 
ing me a piece of his mind. I 
raised the rifle and lined up 
the sights. Then that little guy 
did something that saved his 
life and saved me from being 
a murderer. He sat up on his 
haunches, and in his tiny 
paws. Looking so much like 
miniature hands was an 
acorn, which he started to 
nibble. I thought to myself, 
“You must be a nut,” and I 
lowered the rifle and left the 
oak forest. I hope that inno¬ 
cent little guy understood. 

An afternoon in the brisk 
October air, with dusk bring¬ 
ing on a distinct chill, it was 





time to think about supper. In 
a warm, cozy dining room we 
prepared to eat. Sure enough, 
there was the roast beef, the 
potatoes and gravy, the veg¬ 
etables and pie, but no coffee. 
In the center of the dining 
table was a huge, white por¬ 
celain tureen. I lifted the 
dome lid...steaming hot 
chicken and noodles! I was 
aghast, but secretly pleased. 
All I could say was...”I 
thought we were going to 
have just leftovers.” Aunt 
Evelyn was apologetic. “I 
know, but when I looked at 
the leftovers, they looked so 
measly, I thought we needed 
something else.” 


On another trip to Iowa we 
stopped at a roadside restau¬ 
rant for lunch. The waitress, 
buxom by any standard, told 
us the special of the day was 
ham and beans and home¬ 
made cornbread. Sounded 
good, so we both ordered. We 
had barely started to eat 
when the waitress was back 
with two “side dishes,” 
mashed potatoes and gravy 
and string beans with bacon 
bits. I then realized why the 
waitress would probably 
weigh in at 200 lbs. You 
could gain a pound or two 
just breathing the air in that 
wonderful restaurant by the 
side of the road.

Update April 4, 1996— 
The volunteers met at the 
Trail Inn to review recent 
work completed by Baker 
Construction and schedule 
the next phase of the restora¬ 
tion. 

Richard Baker during the 
past 3 weeks has taken 
"Lizzie's" Board & Batten 
structure resting on rocks & 
dirt and with much difficulty 
built a foundation under the 
building. (We are told by ex¬ 
perienced historical archi¬ 
tects and contractors never to 
move the walls on an old 
Board and Batten Building or 
the building will collapse). 

Using special mechanical 
chisels and ux)ls Baker's crew 
developed an 18" crawl space 
under the building then 
placed a perimeter cinder 
block foundation. New 
beams were placed on the 
blocks to supptm the build¬ 
ing. The floor was leveled by 
cutting the floor away from 
the walls and Jacking up the 
tloor 8" without disturbing 
the walls or ceilings (obvi¬ 
ously this was not easy). 

Needless to say, we have 
a new foundation level floor 
and the Board & Batten walls 
are intact.

did a great job under ex¬ 
tremely difficult working 
conditions.

Paintings Featured 
in Rational 

Publication

I Former Sierra Madrean Daryl Bryant is the subject of a 
feature article entitled “Planning for Spontaneity,” in the 
I Spring. 1996, issue of WATERCOLOR, a national publica- 
j tion highlighting work of American artists. 

“When Daryl Bryant discovered the joy of watercolor 
painting five years ago, she immediately knew she had found 
the perfect medium for herself,” cited Dorothy Michaels, au¬ 
thor of the article. “Watercolor just grabbed me,” stated 
Bryant. “I had worked with a lot different painting, drawing 
and printmaking media, but nothing has equaled the experi¬ 
ence of transparent watercolor.” 

She carefully words out her compositions so she will be free 
to paint lively brushstrokes of color on watercolor paper. “I 
love quick, gestural strokes of transparent color that suggest 
the appearance of real objects, people or places,” she says. 
“Other artists might want to show how the medium can be 
controlled to produce very different effects. That variety is 
what makes watercolor so wonderful.” 

She then describes in detail the steps she takes to create the 
finished painting, elaborating on the techniques she uses and 
what she leaves to the viewer’s imagination. “What I leave out 
is as important as what I leave in,” she says. “I want to leave 
something for the viewer to fill in himself.” 

Bryant says she approaches painting as a journey. “There 
are 3 things affecting the way I 'travel’-my personal experi¬ 
ences, my academic training and the reality of the subject in 
front of me. By the time I have completed my journey, the 
resulting painting is a blend of all three influences.” 

The artist studied with Millard Sheets in Claremont and at 
the University of Southern California before traveling to Italy 
to work, paint and study. She earned a degree in graphic de¬ 
sign and worked as an art director, muralist, sculptor, 
printmaker and illustrator before devoting herself to water- 
color painting. 

An early teacher, Verna Wells, inspired her initial enthu¬ 
siasm and love of watercolor. She credits her further growth 
as an artist to her mentor and instructor, master painter Joseph 
Mendez. 

Her paintings have been shown in juried exhibitions and 
commercial galleries in California. Recently she received first 
place in the 22nd annual art show sponsored by the Pasadena 
Presbyterian Church with a watercolor titled “Cowboy Desire.” 

Daryl grew up in Sierra Madre, where attended local 
schools. Several years ago she re-established her roots in the 
city when she and her husband, Daniel W. Bryant, opened The 
Prudential DB Real Estate (now Prudential Preferred Proper¬ 
ties) in the city.

The Hargrove/Baker house, also known as “Bannershield,” 
was built in 1914 for two widows, Ruth Scaritt Hargrove and 
Mary Emma Baker. Designed by prominent architect 
Reginald D. Johnson, this Califomia/Italian villa, which is 
12,000 square feet with 25 rooms, features classically styled 
columns, front and side loggias and a Palladian window. The 
home is architecturally significant as one of the first Mediter¬ 
ranean-style houses in this area - a revolutionary design in the 
Craftsman era. In more recent times, the house served as the 
haunted house in the movie HELL NIGHT, starring Linda 
Blair. 

The final home on the tour was built in 1913 and is a fine 
example of a late Craftsman style house with elements of an 
English-style cottage. The 4,000 square foot home has been 
the setting for five movies including the 1995 release ABOVE 
SUSPICION, starring Christopher Reeve.
